EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 1-3, and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to independent claims 1 and 6, prior art (Brunamoti et al., US 
2001/0048079; Sukigara et al., US 4,622,464) teaches an infrared gas analyzer comprising: a gas 
inlet disposed at a first end portion of a sample cell; and a gas outlet disposed at a second end 
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portion and on a second side of the sample cell, wherein the gas inlet, the gas outlet, and the gas 
flow passage are disposed in a "Z" configuration. Prior art fails, however, to teach or fairly 
suggest a "Z" configuration in which at least one angle in said "Z" configuration through which 
gas passes is less than 90 degrees.
